I had two conversations with Ramras. 



The first occurred after his appearance on the radio. I called to give him a hard time — 
that apparently he blows smoke when he talks to me and turns around and disparages me when 
he's talking to his buddies in the business community. I had to cut the conversation 
short, but said I would be calling him over the weekend about the special session. 



The second call occurred on Monday before the press conference. It was a verrry long 
conversation where he vented on a number of fronts . The first was about your use of the 
word corruption when speaking about PPT. His feeling, and the feeling of many of his 
colleagues (according to him-but somewhat verified by the calls I made to the other house 
majority members), is that all legislators are under the gun and assumed guilty by the 
public. He probably spent 20 minutes going on and on about this. 



The second issue he is upset about revolves around the ethics bill. He feels snubbed by 
the way the bill signing was handled. After making an accommodation for you to come 
introduce the omnibus bill in his Judiciary Committee, he feels like he deserves a little 
gratitude for the slings and arrows he took — particularly because all his bills died in 
the Senate as a consequence. At the signing ceremony in July, you thanked "Hoi lis French 
and all the other legislators" who helped make the bill happen. The fact that he is 
holding on to those particular words two months later suggests to me that he has taken 
this very, very personally. 



Between those two issues, he is convinced that the public thinks you are against all 
Republicans and out to help Hollis French and the Democrats — that somehow they are the 
only "pure" politicians. He is adamant that the way you talk about the corruption issue 
does nothing to provide cover for those in the majority who are not corrupt. With that, 
he is turning to the PPT issue and suggesting that the dynamic you have set up is for 
legislators to follow your lead — otherwise they are corrupt. He is not willing to follow 
your lead; he believes that he in particular worked hard to change the PPT from the 
Murkowski version and that he, nor most of his colleagues, were corrupted on the vote; he 
also believes changing taxes this often is bad policy; he thinks this is all political 
opportunity rather than focused policy. 



The bottom line is, he feels threatened politically and that he needs to go on the 
offensive to voice why he is going to be a "no" vote. Otherwise, it's his sense that 
being a quiet "no" is going to be taken as an indication that he is corrupt. Therefore, 
he has to explain loudly why he opposes you on this subject. 



I have to say that, based on the conversations I had with House Majority members ahead of 
the press conference, he is not alone. There is a real need for you to continue 
expressing appreciation for the honest and deliberate members of the legislature. Some of 
them arrived at the 20% tax rate for valid reasons. Some of them, obviously, arrived at 
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20% for other reasons — some corrupt. Differentiating between the two is important — and 
likely to be the subject of another op-ed in the communications plan for ACES. 



I hope this provides some insight into Ramras' behavior. Halcro's is just the 
manifestation of a spoiled brat who is a sore loser — who wants to run for Congress and 
join his friend, Lisa Murkowski, in the US Senate.

I had Cora give a run down on what is happening with the Climate Change sub- 
cabinet. See below. 

I just spoke with Larry and got a little more information on a few topics. 

The administrative order creating the climate change sub-cabinet is ready for the Governor's signature. 
She will likely be signing it Friday when she is in town. It may be appropriate to issue a press release. 
The climate change sub-cabinet is meeting in Fairbanks in early October. It is likely that at that meeting 
they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed observers to the Western Region 
Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbies already has a draft letter to that effect. As observers, we can 
participate in the process, but aren't necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when 
this is finalized, we could issue a press release. 
It appears that most of the suggested actions are already in the works.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly focused on the issue might 
desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our efforts. 

• The Governor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly and coordinating 
between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the issue. The sub-cabinet received a 
fair amount of press coverage when it was first created despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we 
were to finalize the administrative order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press 
release to again draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address topics such as 
effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, and carbon emissions. 

• At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the effects of climate 
change. Our D.C. office is already working closely with our congressional delegation on legislation. At this 
point it isn't clear whether such legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working 
to ensure that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

• We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely due to uncertainty 
about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would likely support, it is important to verify 
that the funding source. Options, including the possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being 
explored. Once a concrete proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine 
and announce our support for the fund. 

• The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major focus of 
communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate change could be further 
emphasized in the future. 

• The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of this year. Currently 
6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 states and 3 provinces are observers. The 
climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing what the appropriate level of involvement tor Alaska in 
this and other such initiatives might be. 

• We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities for state 
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involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions draw increased global 
attention to this area. 

I can follow up with Larry about progress and future plans for the climate change sub-cabinet and provide more 
information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

Tom 

I am writing you because we have had several conversations about how climate change affords the 
Governor with a prime opportunity to shine on a national stage and restore some of Alaska's tarnished 
image. But right now we appear only to be playing the role of the poster child for impacts or as some 
say, the role of the victim. Yesterday again we played the role as the Anchorage Daily News reported, 
"Alaska polar bears called doomed". It is clear that our polar bears are serving as the national icon for 
the climate change challenge. Yet, the stories about stepping up for action on climate change come 
from elsewhere. Most recently it was the Republican Governor of Idaho. "Where is Alaska?" is the 
question that rises to the top. This is Alaska's number one social, cultural, economic and 
environmental issue. Yet we are not part of the solution dialogue. From where I sit - connected to what 
going on in DC and other states - the train is leaving the station and Alaska doesn't appear to be on it. 
The climate change subcabinet is a good start but the state needs to act more boldly and publicly to 
take action on climate change. And it's economically and politically safe to do so. Here is my take on 
why and how the Governor can take a center stage on this issue: 



• Alaska's natural gas is the transition fuel to a clean energy economy not only for us in Alaska but 
for the nation. As I've explained before the gasline is part of the national equation on how we 
address climate change i.e. AIGA is Alaska's gift to America. Clean Alaska gas replaces dirty US 
coal plants. 

• Use this energy card as the Governor's venue for playing nationally. Have Governor 
Schwarzenegger come up and help set this stage; calling upon major energy companies to 
submit bids on AIGA as part of their corporate responsibility to address climate change. My 
sources say he is willing to come but will only do at the invitation of Governor Palin. 

• A poll of Alaskans in August of 2006 revealed that over 80 percent are convinced global climate 
change is happening; over 70 percent are convinced that global climate change is a serious 
threat to the people and environment of Alaska; and over 80 percent favor regulating greenhouse 
gas emissions from power plants. 

• Recognizing that many Alaska villages and rural residents are on the frontline of feeling the 
impacts, 150 Alaska Native groups including Native Corporations, tribal governments and AFN 
have passed resolutions calling for action. The eroding villages are constantly being highlighted 
in news sources and documentaries but so far no has stepped in to help move their 
communities. 

• The Mayors of Anchorage, Juneau, North Pole, Kodiak, Shishmaref and Homer are all on record 
opposing climate change and are taking action to curb carbon emissions in their communities. 

• Federal funds targeted to go to states to help them adapt and cope with the impacts of global 
warming could be tied to a state's level of activity to reduce emissions within their boundaries. 
Particularly now with the shifting political landscape, Alaska needs to position itself positively to 
receive mega federal funding. 

• 26 states are completing climate action plans, with 14 states having greenhouse gas reductions 
targets. Many states found that policies that address climate change were not a burden on 
commerce but rather presented economic opportunities. Some states are using action on climate 
change to position themselves in new markets related to climate action: producing and selling 
alternative fuels, attracting high-tech business and selling carbon reduction credits. 

• With our vast and abundant renewable energy sources from wind, geothermal, hydro and tidal we 
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could be a national and international leader on providing clean energy but we need to invest in 
research and development; position ourselves to become part of the hydrogen fuel solution. 
Funding HB 152 is a good start but we can do so much more and other states and provinces are 
way ahead of us. 

There are four things she can do right now to show leadership, 1) invite Governor Schwarzenegger up 
to Alaska and use this opportunity to announce how Alaska's natural gas and in particular the gasline is 
part of the national solution 2) announce the climate sub-cabinet and dedicate a person in the 
Governor's office to be a climate change coordinator.... the Governor's office needs to be engaged for 
the sake of designing and driving the bigger energy stage, 3) indicate an intent to support and fund HB 
152, 4) announce that Alaska will join the Western Region Climate Initiative as an observer with an eye 
to participating once all the dynamics are understood. 

Tom, speaking candidly with you, climate change is the NUMBER ONE concern or issue for the 
conservation community. I know that we may not come to agreement on all the other development 
proposals out there, but it is my sense that TIMELY action (not Johnny-come lately action) by the 
Governor will hold in good stead regardless of the other issues. I want her to succeed as Governor. 
From where I sit, strong action now on one's of the greatest challenges facing Alaska is key to her 
success. I've had this conversation with Martha Levensaler and know she concurs. 

Please know that we stand ready to assist in whatever we can.

Congress Prepares to Debate Climate Change Legislation This Fall

As members of Congress return from their August recess and begin working on a packed 
agenda, climate change is one of the issues expected to receive continued attention. The 
committees of jurisdiction in both the Senate and the House will focus on climate change 
legislation, and the leaders of those committees have emphasized their interest in having 
climate bills considered on the floor of each chamber by the end of the year. Such a 
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timetable, however, could be more ambitious than realistic. This issue alert highlights 
the key proposals - and the primary issues - that will be in play as Congress wrestles 
with climate change legislation this fall. 

Senate Climate Change proposals: Bingaman/ Specter and Lieberman/Warner 



The Chair of the Senate Committee on Environment & Public Works (EPW) , Barbara Boxer (D- 
CA) , has committed to hold a hearing in the near- term at which each of the Senate sponsors 
of climate change bills will have an opportunity to present their proposals, while there 
have been a number of bills introduced, the focus is likely to be on two leading 
proposals . 

One is the "Low Carbon Economy Act of 2007, " which was introduced by Senators Jeff 
Bingaman (D-NM) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Natural Resources, and Arlen 
Specter (R-PA) in July with endorsements from some major electric utilities and labor 
unions. The second is a 16-page outline of a cap-and- trade proposal by Senators Joe 
Lieberman (I-CT) and John Warner (R-VA) that was released in August. They have been 
collecting input on the outline and intend to introduce a bill for consideration in the 
fall. Chairman Boxer has said that the Lieberman/Warner bill, when ready, will be the 
primary vehicle in the EPW committee . 

Comparing the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner proposals suggests areas of 
convergence on the design of cap-and-trade legislation, and also those key issues that 
have yet to be resolved. 

Emissions Targets. The Bingaman/ Specter bill and the Lieberman/Warner outline would both 
establish cap-and-trade programs to limit emissions beginning in 2012. Bingaman/Specter 
calls for GHG reductions to 2006 levels by 2020. The Lieberman/Warner outline is somewhat 
more stringent, calling for a 10% reduction below 2005 levels by 2020, Both plans also 
envision consistent and steady emissions reductions through 2050, 

Points of Regulation. The Bingaman/Specter bill would regulate carbon dioxide (C02) 
emissions from petroleum and natural gas consumption on an "upstream" basis, by regulating 
petroleum refiners and natural gas processors. The bill would reach C02 emissions from 
coal consumption on a "downstream" basis, i.e., by regulating large. consumers of coal 
(primarily coal- fired electric power plants) . 

The proposal by Senators Lieberman and Warner also would regulate petroleum on an 
"upstream" basis. However, they otherwise would regulate large sources of C02 emissions 
on a "downstream" basis. Their program would require practically all electric power 
plants to submit allowances. It also would regulate industrial and commercial facilities 
that emit 10,000 metric tons or more of C02- equivalent GHG emissions per year. 

Allowance Allocation and Auction Provisions. The distribution of allowances (i.e., rights 
to emit) will be a significant and controversial issue in the Congressional deliberations. 

Both the Lieberman/Warner and Bingaman/Specter proposals have detailed provisions on the 
distribution of allowances - with some portion allocated for free and some portion 
auctioned. Under both programs, approximately three-quarters of allowances would be. 
allocated at no cost in the first year and the remaining quarter would be auctioned. 
Under each proposal, the share of allowances auctioned would steadily increase over time 
while the percentage of free allocations would fall. 

The proposals have different approaches for allocating allowances to individual facilities 
within industry sectors. In particular, they vary in their approach to allocation within 
the electric power sector; unlike the Bingaman- Specter proposal, Senators Lieberman and 
Warner propose to allocate a portion of the sector's allowances to load- serving entities. 
Under each proposal, some allowances are also allocated to states and to create incentives 
for carbon capture and sequestration programs, for early reduction projects and for other 
initiatives. Moreover, both programs call for auction proceeds to fund low-carbon 
technologies, relief for low- income households, and climate change adaptation measures. 

Cost -Containment Strategies. Another key - and unresolved - issue is what kinds of 
mechanisms a climate bill will include for containing compliance costs. 

The Bingaman/Specter bill includes a "safety valve" mechanism that allows regulated 
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entities to pay a "technology accelerator payment" (TAP) in lieu of surrendering an 
allowance. The TAP price would begin at $12 per metric ton of carbon dioxide-equivalent 
emissions and increase annually by 5% above the inflation rate. The TAP mechanism 
effectively would place an escalating ceiling on allowance prices. 

The Lieberman/Warner outline eschews the safety valve in favor of "softer" cost 
containment strategies. The Senators have proposed a Carbon Market Efficiency Board, 
modeled after the Federal Reserve, to oversee the allowances market. In "extreme economic 
circumstances," the Board could expand the quantity of available allowances, provided that 
the expansion is accompanied by a steeper reduction in the GHG cap in future years . 
Lieberman and Warner also have proposed that regulated entities have the ability to borrow 
a limited amount of allowances from their future allocations, subject to an interest rate. 

The Carbon Market Efficiency Board would have authority to set the interest rate and 
other terms for allowance borrowing. 

Offset and International Credit Provisions. Both proposals would allow for the use of 
offset credits for emission reductions achieved by projects outside the scope of the 
emissions cap. Bingaman/Specter would streamline approval procedures for certain types of 
projects and authorize the President to promulgate rules allowing a regulated entity to 
use allowances or credits from foreign programs to cover up to 10% of its annual allowance 
requirements . 

Senators Lieberman and Warner propose to limit the use of domestic offset credits to 15% 
of a regulated entity's allowance requirements, but would have a slightly more generous 
limit for use of foreign credits than the Bingaman/Specter bill (15%) . 

Credit for offset projects could be a significant issue in the climate debate. Some NGOs 
have argued that there should be no or only very limited credits for offset projects, 
citing concerns about the environmental integrity of the trading market. 

Measures to Address Impacts on Trade and Competitiveness. A major emerging issue for 
climate .legislation is how it addresses trade competitors that have not adopted comparable 
domestic caps on their GHG emissions. Both the Bingaman/Specter and Lieberman/Warner 
proposals embody the concept that the President may require importers of carbon- intensive 
goods from such countries to submit allowances in an amount sufficient to eliminate their 
economic advantage from not being subject to regulation. This concept likely will be 
further debated and developed during deliberations in the fall. 

Outlook. Chairman Boxer has emphasized her interest in moving a cap-and-trade bill 
through her Committee during this session of Congress. There are, however, a large number 
of very important policy design issues to be resolved. Already, a subcommittee markup 
planned for September has slipped to October. 

Furthermore, even a Committee-passed bill would need sufficient support ' from the full 
Senate (at least 60 votes) in order to overcome a likely filibuster. Given the 
considerable work needed to develop and build support for all the key elements of a 
comprehensive proposal, and the recent experience with the comparatively simple renewable 
portfolio standard, which appeared unable to attract 60 votes during the debate on energy 
legislation, it is difficult to imagine that a cap-and-trade bill could be passed by the 
Senate at this point in time. Nevertheless, while rapid passage seems unlikely, 
considerable behind-the-scenes efforts to refine climate legislation will continue. 

House Climate Change Proposals: Cap-and-Trade and Carbon Tax 



The principal architects of climate change legislation in the House will be Representative 
John Dingell (D-MI) , Chairman of the Committee on Energy and Commerce, and Representative 
Rick Boucher (D-VA) , Chairman of the Subcommittee on Energy and Air Quality. 
Representative Boucher has set a goal of having a bill pass through his subcommittee and 
the full committee process this fall, and Speaker of the House Nancy Pelosi (D-CA) 
recently said she wants to see a vote by the entire House on climate legislation by the 
end of 2007. However, it seems increasingly likely that thi3 timetable will slip. 

Little is known at this point about the bill that Representatives Boucher and Dingell are 
working on. Representative Dingell has expressed his views that both a cap-and-trade 
program and a carbon tax will be necessary for the U.S. to meet realistic emission

reduction goals. However, only a cap-and-trade bill would be within the jurisdiction of 
his Committee. 

In developing cap-and-trade legislation, the Members of the Energy and Commerce Committee 
likely will grapple with many of the same design issues that are before the Senate EPW 
Committee. Rep. Boucher has indicated that his cap-and-trade bill will start with a 
modest cap and become increasingly stringent toward 2050. 

Efforts by the House Committee may be complicated by the fact that key Committee members 
will be representing the House in the House- Senate conference on energy legislation. 
Representative Boucher said recently that he believes the energy conference should be 
delayed until a cap-and-trade bill could be added, allowing for a consideration of a 
single energy- climate package during 2008. Other Members, however, may resist further 
complicating the already complex and controversial energy bill deliberation. 

Another arena of activity will be the House Select Committee on Energy Independence and 
Global warming, chaired by Representative Ed Markey (D-HA) . While lacking jurisdiction to 
legislate, the Select Committee will be a continued source of hearings and investigations 
on climate policy issues.

Dear Governor Palin: 

We want to discuss with you the adequacy of the State's large mine permitting process, 
particularly with respect to the proposed Pebble Project and its potential impact on Bristol Bay 
and Cook Inlet fish and wildlife populations and habitat. As you well know and appreciate, these 
are world class renewable resources that sustain the livelihood and enjoyment of many 
commercial, subsistence, and sport fishermen and related businesses. Our bottom-line concern 
is; can the State's permitting procedures assure us that these resources will be just as viable a 
century from now, when Pebble and perhaps other large mines have closed down, as they are 
today - after more than a century of commercial fishing? 

A mantra of Alaska's mining industry is that Alaska has a rigorous permitting process, implying 
that the public need not fear the occurrence of serious, long-term environmental problems like 
those that have poisoned the credibility of the mining industry elsewhere. Examples of this 
mantra are: 

• A recent Northern Dynasty mailing says, "Upholding Alaska's Strict Standards. The State 
of Alaska has some of the most stringent environmental regulations and permitting 
requirements in the world." 

• The Resource Development Council says, "Before construction could begin on the mine, 
. the project must first undergo rigorous review by state and federal agencies." (September 

2005 newsletter). 

• DNR Commissioner Irwin stated in a July 3 rd Media Release that, "Alaska has a world- 
class system in place for natural resource use permitting and development." 

While these are reassuring statements on their face value, are they accurate? Can these 
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statements be verified via independent reference? We think that the integrity of these claims is 
indicative of the degree of honesty and technical credibility we can expect once Pebble permits are 
actually submitted and the review process formally begins. 

Our effort to find independent verification of the claims stated above has found nothing of support. In 
fact, we found contradictions. For example: 

• The Fraser Institute 2006/2007 Annual Survey of Mining Companies indicates that Alaska's 
permitting system is viewed as favorable (i.e., not rigorous) by the mining industry. Alaska was 
ranked 5 th best among U.S. states in regards to environmental regulations not being a deterrent to 
mining. 

• The Alaska Miners Association web site says, "although operations in Alaska were for many years 
held to a higher standard than in other states, today the field is nearly level and in several states the 
requirements are more stringent than in Alaska." 

• The Corps of Engineers permits for the Rock Creek and Kensington mines have been legally 
challenged. Irrespective of the courts decision on these challenges, it is obvious that there are 
grounds for believing that the permitting process may have taken shortcuts in order to facilitate 
mine development. Also, the National Marine Fisheries Service raised several objections to the 
recent Corps permit for the Port of Anchorage expansion stating that their analysis "understates the 
value of the fish habitat." While these are federal permits, not state, the fact is that state and federal 
agencies worked closely together on these projects and the state bears some complicity in any 
permit shortcomings. 

Although Alaska's mine permitting process is not as lax as the laissez faire approach that still prevails in 
some countries, it may not be as stellar as some would like us to believe. While we agree that the 
combination of federal and state permits needed to develop a mine is topically comprehensive and 
usually requires extensive studies about baseline conditions, we don't think that this in itself amounts to 
a rigorous process. 

In fact, extensive studies can be motivated more by an effort to insulate a project from law suit than to 
decide how or if the project should proceed. For instance, a legally defensible federal EIS needs to 
include a complete and adequate assessment of the project. A state water permit (AS 46. 1 5.080) says 
that "the commissioner shall consider... the effect of fish and game resources and on public recreational 
opportunities." In both cases, the legal requirement is to merely be informed about environmental 
impacts, not to actually do anything about it. 

In our view, the principal goal of a rigorous resource development permitting process should be 
protection from harm of other resources and resource users regardless of the impact this may have on the 
economic feasibility of a proposed project. The process should result in internalizing within the project 
any diseconomies mat it might otherwise impose on others. If that jeopardizes project feasibility, then 
perhaps the project can not be afforded by its investors or the public and it is in the public interest to 
deny a permit. We think that this approach complies with the last five words of a sentence in our state 
constitution that many project advocates tend to leave out when quoting; "It is the policy of the State to 
encourage the settlement of its land and the development of its resources by making them available for 
maximum use consistent with the public interest ." 

Given the disparity between what is claimed for the State's mine permitting process and what actually 
seems to be practiced, we think there needs to be an independent review of the process to verify its 
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strengths, weaknesses, and what improvements might be needed to assure that the mine permitting 
process is not just administratively efficient, but assures the protection of other natural resources and 
resource users. Accordingly, we ask that your office initiate a multi-agency review and that this be used 
to develop consensus with the public as to what is an adequate mine permitting process, particularly 
with respects to Pebble which would have a footprint that is much larger and more complex to analyze 
than other mines. 

We should mention that we discussed our request for a review with Commissioner Irwin during a recent 
teleconference with him. At that time our position also called for a suspension of permits until the 
review has been completed so that any changes might be less disruptive to the permit applicant 
Commissioner Irwin disagreed with our position, although we don't know if he disagreed with just the 
suspension or also the need for a review. Anyhow, with due respect for his willingness to listen to our 
concerns about permitting, we have dropped the part asking for a suspension of permits since that may 
not be a practical recommendation. 

Your position on the Pebble issue is that the permitting process should play out before any decision is 
made. We respect that and feel that an independent review of the permitting process reinforces, rather 
than opposes, your position. 

Given the unique nature of the Pebble Project, we think it would have been timely for the Murkowski 
Administration to undertake a public permitting review as part of a scoping process (which will 
eventually be required for federal permits). Instead of reaching some sort of early consensus with the 
public as to how Pebble permitting should proceed, the Murkowski Administration instead imposed 
permit changes that were arbitrary, lowered the bar in terms of protecting fish and wildlife habitat, 
reduced the opportunity for public participation, removed checks and balances that are fundamental to 
avoid having too much power in one place, and disrupted what had been a relatively stable and balanced 
permitting regime. The result is that many who are knowledgeable about the State's mine permitting 
process think the Murkowski Administration changes represents the public's interest about as well as his 
Petroleum Profits Tax. The review we recommend, perhaps combined with scoping meetings, could 
rectify that. 

We do not think that a review of the States mine permitting process needs to be an expensive or lengthy 
process. There are resources in the state that are familiar with the situation and can provide a 
professionally competent effort. However, we would not recommend using any of the consulting firms 
that have mining clients since this would put them in an obvious conflict between staying on good terms 
with their clients and providing objective, incisive analysis. We recommend using an academic 
institution like the University of Alaska. ISER in particular has consistently demonstrated both 
excellent skills and good objectivity. 

We look forward to helping you reach better agreement on what the Pebble mine permitting system 
should accomplish, particularly with respect to the extraordinary value of the regions fish and wildlife 
resources. If you are interested, we can provide you with some specific suggestions that a permitting 
review might want to consider.

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More than 1 8 months have passed since Rene Preval was overwhelmingly elected president of Haiti in what 
many regional analysts considered one of the country's most crucial elections in decades.

lit. Gov. Sean Pamell has asked the University of Alaska to conduct a review and recommend 
possible changes to the state's electronic voting system. 



The review comes in the wake of recent reports out of California documenting significant 
security flaws with three of seven voting systems there, including the Diebold touch 
screens and optical scanners used in Alaska and other states. 



In a letter to UAA Chancellor Fran Ulmer, a former lieutenant governor and overseer of the 
Division of Elections herself, Parnell said he had recently reviewed the University of 
California i Berkeley, study that led California Secretary of State Debra Bowen to withdraw 
approval for the equipment's use in California. 



Parnell told Ulmer that Bowen had listed several security measures that must be 
implemented in her state before approval could be restored. He said Alaska already meets 
or exceeds those measures and is considering additional security measures as well . 



"Nevertheless, as you can appreciate from your own experience as lieutenant governor, I 
and the Division's Director, Whitney Brewster, want to do everything in the state's power 
to ensure the reliability, accuracy and security of our voting systems," Pamell told 
Ulmer . 



The university has not yet said it would conduct the review. 



Computer experts at the University of California and at Princeton University, in New 
Jersey, conducted California's evaluation, stating it their report that the Diebold system 
did not meet requirements for a security-critical system, and saying that it was built on 
"an inherently fragile design and suffers from implementation flaws that can expose the 
entire voting system to attacks . " 



That could include an attack from "a single skilled individual with temporary access to a 
single voting machine," the report found. 



An executive summary of the report said the system was vulnerable to malicious software, 
was susceptible to viruses, failed to protect ballot secrecy, and was also vulnerable to 
"malicious insiders" meaning it lacked adequate controls to ensure that county workers 
with certain accesses would not exceed their authority. 



"Anyone with access to a county's GEMS (election management system) server could tamper 
with ballot definitions or election results and could also introduce malicious software 
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into the GEMS server itself or into the county's voting machines." 



The report also warned that fixing the Diebold system's individual defects piecemeal 
without addressing underlying causes stemming from "deep architectural flaws" would be 
"unlikely to render the system secure." 



The safest way to repair the Diebold system, the report concluded, was to reengineer it 
"so it is secure by design." 



Division Director Whitney Brewster said Alaska uses exactly the same Diebold system as is 
used in California. She noted that the California study did not include some security 
processes and procedures, such as chain-of -custody measures and testing, that might have 
mitigated at least some of the findings. Nevertheless, there were enough red flags to 
raise real concerns for the integrity of the Alaska system. 



"That's why we wanted to make sure we are as airtight as possible here in Alaska," ahe 
said, adding that if the university agrees to conduct the Alaska study, completion would 
be anticipated early enough to implement changes prior to the election in 2008. 



If the university declines, there are other experts to whom the state could go, Brewster 
said. What is imperative, she added, is that an independent third party conducts the 
study. The perception that elections are fair is the bottom line. 



"We absolutely want voters to have confidence that things are above board and airtight, » 
Brewster said. "If the perception is out there (that the system is flawed), that's a 
problem. " 



Brewster did note that the electronic voting system in Alaska does produce a paper trail, 
which is an issue in same parts of the country. In addition, an audit conducted during the 
certification process hand counts ballots from one precinct in every Alaska House 
district. If issues arise, the entire district is recounted, she said. 



Monday, Parnell and members of his staff met with Alaska Democratic Party chair Patti 
Higgins, Democratic Reps. Lindsey Holmes and Berta Gardner, both of Anchorage, and Kay 
Brown, communications director for the Democratic National Committee in Alaska, to discuss 
the need for a study. 



In a press release Tuesday, Higgins said the state was moving in the right direction in 
proposing to conduct a thorough technical review of the system and its security 
procedures . 



"Time is running short to correct some very serious problems that have come to light, and 
they recognize the urgency of fixing our voting system before the elections in 2008," 
Higgins said after meeting Monday with the Parnell and Brewster. 
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"This is not an issue chat is going away anytime soon," Brewster said. "I look forward to 
the study being conducted so that we are sure we are providing the best service 
possible . "

Fall Sea Storms 

A coastal flood warning remains in effect for the Chukchi Sea Coast (see coastal 
flood warning below). In a joint effort between the Northwest Arctic Borough and 
the village of Kivalina, approximately 230 Kivalina village residents voluntarily 
evacuated, with 132 people going to the Red Dog Mine and 

98 going to Kotzebue. This evacuation was a precaution against expected erosion 
and high waves caused by the current storm. As of this morning, no damage was 
reported to the community buildings or infrastructure in Kivalina, but the SECC 
received a report that the sea wall was damaged last night. Two representatives 
from DHS&EM flew into Kotzebue this morning. They met with the Borough officials 
and have since flown out to Kivalina to assess the imminent threat and any damages 
as a result of the wave action last night. 

DHS&EM Response section continues to monitor the storm situation and maintains 
close and regular contact with representatives of the Northwest Arctic Borough, 
Kivalina, Golovin, and Nome. The Response section is also in close contact with 
State of Alaska DOT, Department of Public Safety, and the National Weather Service. 

Coastal Flood Warning 

The National Weather Service has issued coastal flood warnings for the Chukchi Sea 
Coast including Point Hope, Shishmaref, Kivalina and Espenberg. The coastal flood 
warning remains in effect until 4 pm Friday between Cape Krusenstern and Cape 
Thompson. South winds from 25 to 35 mph will continue over the northwest coast 
between cape Krusenstern and Cape Thompson this morning. The tide will crest along 
this part of the Alaska coast at later this morning and in the early afternoon. The 
rise in water level will be as much as 

4 feet above normal tides. The high tide and the heavy surf will cause coastal 
flooding until mid afternoon today. 

The coast at Kivalina will be affected. Other low lying areas between Cape 
Krusenstern and Cape Thompson will also be affected, including Red Dog Port. 

A coastal flood warning means that rising sea water that causes flooding is 
expected. Coastal residents in the warned area should be alert for rising water, 
and take actions to protect life and property. This storm will probably not be the 
only one of the season, so residents on the northwest coast should be prepared for 
more rough weather as the fall season progresses.

Last night at approximately 10:45 PM SECC Duty Officer received a call that Kivalina had lost 
approximately 1,000 feet of their approximately 1,600 foot long sea wall. This puts the fuel tanks at 
significant risk. Additional residents voluntarily evacuated to Red Dog Mine. More than 2/3 of the 
residents have evacuated, estimates are that 50 people are still in the village. North West Arctic Borough 
is providing supplies to Red Dog Mine to support the babies and children in shelter there. 

DHS4EM has two Response personnel on the ground in Kotzebue, they have contacted the North West 
Arctic Borough and are planning to fly to Kivalina this morning weather permitting. 

We will hold an interagency teleconference this afternoon with Borough, NWS, USACE, FEMA Area Office, 
D0T4PF, DHSS, AVEC, Red Cross, Red Dog Mine, and USC&. 

We have received word that Kivalina has declared a local disaster, and the North West Arctic Borough is 
planning to declare a disaster. 

More details as we get them.

Just briefly, I have now met personally with all the Commissioners in my portfolio and the 
AG and asked about their issues . I also mentioned the idea from the meeting last week 
with Commissioner Monegan of forming a Criminal Justice Working Group or Commission. I 
think it would be similar to the group formed by Governor Hickel by an Administrative 
Order back in 1993, I have a meeting scheduled for next week to follow up with the Lt. 
Governor . 
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Also, a few positive things happened last week. The court case against the state related 
to the Anchorage jail and prisoner transport settled out of court by agreement of the 
attorneys. Documents should be filed with the court soon. The municipality and the State 
can now get back to working together. 



DOT and the City of Ketchikan were locked in a nasty dispute over road and utility work on 
the main road in Ketchikan, with DOT threatening to shut down the project if the city did 
not approve payment of another $775,000 for change orders. We managed to get everyone to 
agree to finish the project and sort out who pays later. The project should be completed 
in another week or 10 days. 



I am working on a Gravina strategy and will meet with Mike again on Monday. A majority of 
my time so far has been spent meeting with DOT personnel and frankly, trying to find out 
exactly what issues are lying out there, what projects, items, they are working on, 
deadlines for action, and bringing some of them to the attention of the COS. (For 
example, the State's first Highway safety Plan is due to the feds from the State on Oct. 
1, and DOT'S draft has some items in it (mandatory motorcycle helmet3, now that will cause 
some controversy and would impact the state budget - a new state highway safety team) .

On Monday, he asked whether the Department of Law had conducted an 
investigation of the PPT votes last session. In response, we sent the 
following statement in writing on Wednesday: 

The Department of Law requested access to the evidence gathered by the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, That access was denied. We do not 
wish to hamper their investigations or prosecutions. In the meantime, 
we continue to monitor the evidence presented in the trials. 
Nevertheless, we do not comment on investigations. 

In this case, the public does have the plea agreements and testimonials 
from Rick Smith and Bill Allen. They have admitted to taking illegal 
actions to corrupt the outcome of the legislative process. Additional 
evidence is referenced in those documents as well as the indictments of 
the 3 former legislators.

Out of concern that his column would reflect the erroneous conclusion 
that the governor believed all legislators are tainted, we sent a 
further response on Thursday morning; 

Again, the FBI declined to share its evidence with the Department of 
Law, but we continue to monitor the evidence coming out in the trials. 

The Governor has NOT said the whole legislative process has been 
tainted. However, the outcome has been colored by the guilty pleadings 
of two executives and the actions of a few legislators. That does not 
make the Legislature as a whole guilty. Here's what she had to say 
last week: 

"Aside from the corruption scandal where oil service company 
executives have plead guilty to bribing certain lawmakers for a 
particular oil tax outcome last year, and of course those corruption 
trials beginning tomorrow, there's been a lot discussion out there in 
the public on that issue. There were obviously some lawmakers engaging 
in activities their fellow lawmakers did not condone regarding the oil 
taxes and we have many fine Alaskans serving in our Legislature. 
They're serving for the right reasons and I do look forward to working 
with these legislators in the coming weeks-and months-on new oil taxes."

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Statewide Correspondence Programs & State Supported Home School Support Issues 



• In the spring of 1 998, the Alaska Legislature passed the new public school 
funding formula. Included in the legislation was funding for school districts that 
operated correspondence programs outside of their districts' boundaries, on a 
statewide basis. The legislation did not provide the department with guidance 
pertaining to the operation of these programs. 

• Many of these statewide correspondence programs have developed and grown 
into what is known as state-supported home school programs. 

• In the fall of 1998, the State Board of Education adopted regulation establishing 
an application process for public schools districts that elected to operate statewide 
correspondence programs. 

• As these programs evolved, additional regulation were adopted to provide school 
districts with guidance in the operation of these programs. Absent specific 
legislative direction, the State Board assumed responsibility to establish 
guidelines for appropriate use of public funding by these programs, 

• Almost all of these programs provide families with a reimbursement allotment, 
for each enrolled student, which can be used to purchase supplies, materials, 
tutors, and other educational expenses. 

• Allotments for each child range from $1 ,200 to $2,000, depending on the child's 
grade level. 

• School districts are funded $4,304 per student enrolled in correspondence 
programs which is 80% of the base student allocation and is set in law. 

• The department asked for guidance from the Legislature in 2004, for the passage 
of legislation that defines acceptable and appropriate use of public funds in the 
cash allotments, for these programs. The legislature suggested EED work with 
school districts and parents to resolve issues. 

• In 2004, in response to many public and private complaints from Alaskan's about 
how the cash allotments were being spent, and at the request of the Alaska State 
Legislature, the Department of Education & Early Development promulgated 
regulations that would identify appropriate expenditures for the cash allotments. 

• EED received documented reports of allotment funding being spent on family 
vacations, entire family health club memberships, water park passes, the purchase 
of animals, cameras, sewing machines, athletic shoes and other items that family 
members were not expected to return at the end of the course of study in the 
statewide correspondence program. 



• EED can see the educational benefits when courses are linked to Alaska standards 
but the general public doesn't when funds are used in a questionable manner. 

• It was also documented that some programs allowed the cash allotments to be 
used totally on music lessons, sports camps, art lessons, and other elective 
courses. In many instances, students were enrolled in no core academic 
programs. 

• The State Board of Education & Early Development adopted regulations that 
required students to enroll in at least 50% core academic courses. 

• Families may use up to 1 5% of their allotment ($807) for art, music and physical 
education. This amount is based on 15% of the state's foundation base student 
allocation, which is S5,380. 

• This state imposed cap allows individuals to spend between 40-67% of their cash 
allotment on non core academic programs depending on the individual student 
allotment. 

• EED highly values and supports home school programs and programs of choice. 
EED does not oppose families purchasing and using religious materials on their 
own. The state just can't pay for it. 

• EED supports dual enrollment in community schools and correspondence 
programs when it provides the maximum benefit for the students. 

• Some community schools have music and art in group settings hut students in 
community schools don't enjoy the benefit of private one on one lessons. 

• EED supports the traditional home schoolers as well as those that utilize the state 
supported home schooling programs operated by districts. Families that enroll in 
state support home schooling program must understand that once they accept 
public monies there will be strings and limitations attached.
